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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-9, 15, 16 and 21-23 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 10- 
14 and 17-20. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-9, 15, 16 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over DiBiasse, US 6,928,412 in view of Hoskins et al., US 
6,268,853. 

DiBiasse discloses, e.g. Figs. 1-13, a display device, e.g. computing 
device with a memory, for receiving input data concerning physical 
characteristics of a product to be manufactured at various stages, e.g. claims 1- 
20, and a plurality of suppliers, e.g. vendors. 

Hoskins discloses a split screen for simultaneously displaying and 
analyzing data at various stages. 

To have provided a split screen for displaying and analyzing data at 
various stages for DiBiasse would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art in view for Hoskins. The motivation for having done such would have 
been using well known and common technology to analyze well known and 
common knowledge manufacturing cost data. The later of which had been 
analyzed by paper, pencil/pen and hand. Official Notice of such is taken. To 
have provided such on a split screen display device is not deemed novel. 
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Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are considered moot in light of 
the new grounds of rejection.
